DETAILS: 


AT GRAND RAPIDS . MICHIGAN : 

MR.. C* L. FOX of the Better Business Division of 
the Grand Rapids Association of Commerce was contacted, at 
which time he advised that there was no information of any 
activity on the part of the Constitutional Educational League 
in the vicinity of Grand Rapids. 

MR. FOX stated that he had a report on the Con- 
stitutional Educational League submitted, to him by the 
National Better Business Bureau of New York City, and the 
contents of this report are as follows: 
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(Grand Rapids file 100-1068) 


"October 4, 1940 


"Constitutional Educational League, Inc. 

First National Bank Building 
New Haven, Connecticut 

"This organization originally came to the Bureau's attention 
during the latter part of 1936, at which time the following 
information was secured from a contact in New Haven: 

'"The Constitutional Educational League, with headquarters 
in the First National Bank Building in New Haven, was organized 
some ten odd years ago under the active direction of Messrs. 
Chester A. Hanson and Joseph P. Kamp (not incorporated), as 
a fact-finding movement concerning the workings of the Communist 
and other alien Red movements, and to. disseminate this- informa- 
tion through every known means of public expression; i.e., 
newspapers, magazines, speakers, radio, etc. 

"'This is the statement made by Chester A. Hanson who is the 
Executive Secretary. There is also considerable investigation 
work as to the activities of certain individuals and organiza- 
tions. 

"'The Chairman is Judge John LYG ilson, judge of the Probate 
Court in New Haven. . Dr. R. W^fflenjamin, Hartford, is Field 
Secretary and Wm. H.V&ush. Jr. is Secretary. The Advisory Com- 
mittee consists of Major P. LeRoy/barwood, New London; Col. 

Anson F .feeler , Norwalk; Judge John H-^Kirkham, New Britain; 
Judge Bacon^$5akeman, Fairfield, and other men of equal prominence 
and responsibility. ' . 

"Subsequently, the following information was secured from the 
Hartford Better Business Bureau: 

'"The Constitutional Educational League has operated from New 
Haven for a number of' years and its activities have been con- 
fined principally to the southern and western parts of the 
State, particularly the area around Bridgeport, Conn., where 
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(Grand Rapids file 100-1068) 


there are many unskilled factory employees . They have always 
been a relatively small organization and have confined them- 
selves to the writing. of pamphlets, newspaper stories, etc,, 
to combat Communism and other isas. In some instances, they 
have really gone into the factories with undercover men to 
ferret out radical elements and in doing this work, have 
secured the support and approbations of same manufacturers. 

All in All, it Is just one of those organizations which has 
had a rather precarious existence for some time. We see very 
little of them here in Hartford County because this is an 
open shop territory and the radical element is at a minimum. 111 

"Subsequently, the organization expanded its activities on a 
national or semi-national scale, and in addition to the Hew . 
Haven office," "they "'now list offices at 342 Madison A enue. 

New fork City and in Madison, Wisconsin and, during ¥he early 
part of 1940. listed a southern department at Birmingham, Ala. 

"During 1937 and 1938, many inqiries and reports were received 
by this Bureau indicating that the Constitutional Educational 
League was extremely active in circulating literature unfavor- 
able to the CIO and was sponsoring speeches and broadcasts 
along similar lines.. Under date of September 16, 1937, the 
organization submitted the following statement to the Bureau: 

"'•The income of our. organization is derived from the sale of 
books, and literature, and contributions;, The. scope of our acti- 
vity covers the entire United States, and the writer of this 
letter i.s a full-time, paid, Secretary-Manager . The Directors 
in charge of our branch offices are also salaried full-time 
men. 

'"Our organizers in the field are paid according to the service 
rendered our organization. Some of them are speakers and in- 
vestigators as well as solicitors. They are paid salaries 
and expenses as well as commissions on the sale of literature.' 

"In larch of 1938, publicity appeared in the newspapers re- 
lative to public charges set forth by the Constitutional

AT LOS ANGELES, CALIFORNIA . 


In accordance with the request in the report of 
reference, letters were directed to the heads of the various Chamber 
of Commerce organizations in the larger cities in the Los Angeles area. 
The letter requested the Chamber of Commerce to check their files and 
to ascertain if any information had been received at their office con- 
cerning the activities or solicitation for membership of the Consti- 
tutional Educational League, Inc. The following cities submitted re- 
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plies to these letters from their Chamber of Commerce organizations 
and stated they had no knowledge or had any information come to their 
attention concerning membership solicitation in their cities. The cities 
are: Pomona, Bakersfield, Pasadena, Visalia, San Bernardino, Glendale, 

and Santa Monica. Up to the time of writing this report, no letters 
have been received from the cities of Santa Ana, Riverside and Beverly 
Hills. 

However, this case is not being held in a pend- 
ing status relative to these replies in view of the fact that the cover- 
age and the replies from the cities above mentioned are a good indica- 
tion that there has been no solicitation in the Southland Area. 

Under date of April 22, 1941, a letter was re- 
ceived at the Los Angeles Field Division from Mr. WIliliawDLENSTEIN, 
President of the Taft City Division, California Teachers V Association 
at Taft, California.

On August 19, 1940 Mr. Ii. ¥ J^LARGE , Executive of the 
Downtown Y.M.C.A. at Buffalo, N#!# called at the Buffalo office and 
requested that an agent^ inteiyiew him with regard to a. magazine 
called: »TNejf!» W; ' ‘ “ ‘ 


' Washington, D# C « n Accordingly ^ 
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Special Agent JOHN F. HAY, assigned to the Buffalo Field Office 
at that time, proceeded to the Y.M..C.A. and there interviewed 
Mr.. LARGE, together with Mr. H. F&ROLLINGER, who is an executive 
of the Y.M.C .A. and also the Vice President of the Manufacturers 
and Traders Trust Company at Buffalo, N.Y. In addition Mr. JOHN 
lA^ON.TIUS, General Executive of the Y.M.C .A.. was present and 
interviewed. At this meeting these individuals presented Agent 
HAY with a copy of the magazine above described, and questioned 
the agent extensively on the content of tfrjis. magazine. PONTIUS 
advised that an individual by the name of MURPHY had brought in 
a number of these books and desired to knownwhether or not the 
Y.M.C .A. would aid him in distributing them in the vicinity of 
Buffalo* 


Special Agent HAY was advisedL that MURPHY was 
supposedly sent to the Y.M.C . A. by one DAVli^Ol/IERS, the President 
of the Sowers Company, 13.00 Niagara Street, Buffalo, N.Y* This 
MURPHY claimed to be a field man for this magazine and for the 
Constitutional Educational League of New Haven, Connecticut, the 
publishers of the booklet . PONTIUS went into a rather lengthy 
discussion of the conference with MURPHY and stated that MURPHY 
advised him that the public was concentrating on the activities 
of Communists , inasmuch as there were a great many more Communists 
in the Government organization, than there were Nazi, and that the 
Communists presented a greater present ddanger to the United States 
Government* MR. PONTIUS pointed out that this booklet contained 
a long list of over 500 names of supposedly Fifth Columnists in 
America and also pointed out the fact that Attorney General ROBERT 
H. JACKSON, was second on the list. Further, that there were a 
number of high up executives on this listing, and in regard to 
this the above individuals questioned Agent HAY very extensively 
in order to secure an opinion from him as to the truthfulness 
of the accusations in the book. Agent HAY attempted to impress 
these individuals that he was in no position to make a comment 
on this book, inasmuch as he had not read It, but they insisted 
that they needed an opinion in regard to the facts or supposed 
facts contained in the booklet. 


Agent HAY advised these individuals that there 
were evidently a number of false statements in the 'book, but 
that he was not going into any discussion whatsoever of the 
contents. Yi/hereupon these persons desired to know if the Buffalo 
Field Division would be open to them if they desired information 
concerning the Constitutional Educational League and they were 
advised that the files were open only to officials of the organization

Because they were advised that the Bureau files were confidential 
and could not be made public, they became somewhat indignant. 
Special Agent HAT concluded the interview by advising them to 
address a letter to the Director, or to have a talk with the 
Special Agent in Charge of the Buffalo Field Office. 


On November 6, 1940 a letter was sent to the 
Director advising of the following information concerning 
the Constitutional Educational League obtained by Special Agent 
(A) A. C. SCHEENKER. 


Agent SCHLENKER in the course of a conversation 
with Confidential Informant #1, was advised that, the same previously 
mentioned MURPHY, whose- first name is unknown, was due to speak 
before a group of business arid Rlfir-gwn on Fifth Column activities

[advised that MURPHY was a field 

representative of the Constitutional Educational League of New York 
City, and had spoken of the danger this country was in through the 
activities of Fifth Columnists who were identified by MURPHY 
chiefly as prominent Government officials, including ROBERT Hi 
JACKSON, Attorney General. At said meeting MURPHY distributed to 
the audience pamphlets entitled : "The Fifth Column in the South" 
and "The Fifth Column in Washington" . On November 6, 194Q copies 
of these pamphlets were forwarded to the Bureau inasmuch as 
mention is made of the Director and the Bureau in each of them. 

There was also forwarded to the Bureau at this time a form letter 
signed by Mr. JOSEPH P. KAI-1P, Vice-Chaireman of the Constitutional 
Educational League, which was addressed to the members of the 
Rotiry Club of Buffalo. 


Informant #1 advised that MURPHY 
and had gone individually to several prominent businessmen to 
interest them in his organization and in his "message". Mr. 
KNOWLTON of Buffalo, a prominent businessman, was contacted by 
MURPHY and became so impressed with the "alarming situation" as 
portrayed by MURPHY that he arranged with the Pastor of his church 
to call a meeting, at which MURPHY might enlighten other responsible 
citizens . This meeting was attended by 30 or 40 local clergymen 
of all creeds, as well as several prominent businessmen of Buffalo, 
but MURPHY'S message was coldly received. Many of the audience 
were thoroughly angered by MURPHY'S loose talk, alarmist viewpoint, 
and the very e vident raobotopr-incr character of the nmni zati on 
he represented. Informant #1 
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Informant #1 stated that this organization,, which 
claims to have already collected over $600,000*00 in contributions,' 
was primarily interested in money, and that the manner in which 
representatives such as MORPHY were spreading hysteria and 
encouraging private indiscriminate action was alarming and more 
dangerous than the evils preached against* 

The subsequent investigation is predicated upon 
reference report. 

AT NORTH TONAWAMDA, N.Y. 

Mr. GEORGE H .1 MARKHAM, who is the Executive Secretary 
of the Business and Civic Association of the Tonawandas Inc*, was 
interviewed at his office in North Tonawanda, N.Y., and upon 
checking his files,, he advised that his sole contact with the 
Constitutional Educational League was the receipt in 1940-41 of 
various pamphlets and circulars from said organization. From his 
files he displayed to agent two pamphlets namely; "The Fifth 
Column in the South" published in 1940 by this organization and 
"The Fifth Column vs. The Dies Committee" published in 1941 by the 
same organization;, said pamphlets bearing a retail price of 250. 

In addition he displayed to agent a circular entitled: 

"Headlines and vi/hat 1 s Behind Them" published by the Constitutional 
Educational League. 

MR. MARKHM furnished agent with the above mentioned 
pamphlets and a photostatic copy was made of the circular. Said 
circular and the pamphlet entitled: "The Fifth Column vs. The Dies 
Committee" are being forwarded to the Bureau for information 
purposes. The pamphlet entitled': "The Fifth Column in the South" 
is not being forwarded inasmuch as said copy has been previously 
forwarded in the above mentioned letter to the Bureau, and therefore 
is being retained in the files of the Buffalo office. 

MR. MA RKHAM advised that he did not solicit the 
aforesaid pamphlets, nor had he- ever heard of the League 
prior to the receipt of them, and that his curio sity was aroused 
as to the nature and purpose of the organization J

This is the 
statement made by Chester A. Hanson, who is the Executive Secretary.”

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AT BOSTON. MASS, 

MR. PIERCE HALEY, Boston Chamber of Commerce, 75 Federal Street, Boston, 
advised that his file contained some of the literature and books ■which 
the instant organization had published and that most of his correspondence 
had been done by mail but that on one occasion Mr.. CHESTER A. HANSON came 
to his office and stated that Mr. JOE A 4 BURKE, 130 Sutherland Road, Boston, 
would be the League's representative for\he Massachusetts area. However, 
Mr. HALEY stated that he had a communication from the League,, stating that 
BURKE was not connected with the organization any longer. That letter was 
dated May 13, 19 30. -■ Mr. HALEY advised that BURKE was a promoter and a 
shake-down artistand that he was formerly a Publicity Director for the 
Massachusetts District for the distribution of "Key to the Constitution" 
by FRANCIS CLAY HARLEY. Mr. HALEY stated that his racket was to get books 
and papers on national defense and then make a deal with a certain school 
or civic organization to furnish these books free of charge and then he ap- 
proaches the people in the community in order to get contributions to pay 
for these books; and that on one instance in Newton, Massachusetts, which 
he knew, Mr* BURKE made a profit of #4,000 which he split with the newspaper 
that was sponsoring this promotion scheme. Mr. BURKE was also known to 
operate in Brookline and Cambridge, namely for the newspaper "Cambridge 
Sentinel",* Mr. HALEY stated that as far as he knew the organization was 
to help combat subversive activities by exposing those who were known to 
be Communists or Fascists by acting as clearing house with numerous files 
of members consisting of names, backgrounds of persons known to have un- 
American sympathies.

AT SPRINGFIELD. MASS. 

MR. HARRY G. GREEN, Vice-president of the Springfield Chamber of Commerce, 
134 Chestnut, Springfield, was contacted for information regarding the 
extent of the solicitation of funds in the vicinity of Springfield by the 
Constitutional Educational League. He stated that he did not believe that 
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the league had ma.de many solicitations in Springfield as he could only 
recall one inquiry as to their background. This inquiry came from Mr, B. A* 
MCDONALD, formerly with Scott* s Laundry, Springfield, Mass., who is now a 
resident of 55 Carlton St., Cambridge, Mass, On the strength of this in- 
quiry, the Springfield Chamber of Commerce had written to the Chamber of 
Commerce, at New Haven for information about the League and had received 
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On 11/28/39, a letter was written, a copy of which is in the Chamber of 
Commerce file, to Mr, T. A. NORMAN, New England Metal Culvert Corp. , 

Palmer, Mass., in response to an inquiry as to the Constitutional League, 

The letter in substance is as follows: "The organization about which you 

inquire has recently been checked upon by the writer through the New 
Haven Chamber of Commerce. As far as the organization goes, I am given to 
understand it has a good reputation as a fact-finding movement concerning 
Communism and alien movements and in the dissemination of information. 

The New Haven Chamber of Commerce gives them a clean bill of health as 
far as our records show. With reference to actual solicitations I must tell 
you the Solicitations Committee of this Chamber of Commerce has not acti^d 
upon any request and we have not had any request from any representative of 
the Constitutional League to endorse their activities. 11 This letter was 
signed by HARRY G. GREEN, Chairman of Solicitations Committee, Springfield 
Chamber of Commerce* 

Colonel FREDERICK W. PAYNE, Hartford District Ordnance Section, U. ,S. 

Army,* 95 State St., Springfield, Mass*, advised that he ms formerly manager 
of the Greenfield Tap & Die CoJ?, at Greenfield, Mass.; that Dr. H, W. BENJAMIN 
used to come around several years ago for solicitations to the Constitutional 
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League but had not been there for several years prior to his departure from 
thp firm in July 1940* He is positive that his firm had not contributed 
anything to the League for at least three or four years. He stated that 
he understood the organization was backed by a respectable judge and other 
good people of New Haven and was founded for a good purpose. Colonel Payne 
stated that he did not think the League had. ever collected as much as $500 
in the vicinity of Greenfield, Mass. 

AT WESTFIELD , MASSACHUSETTS 

Mr. GLENN B. COWLES, Secretary of the Westfield, Mass. Chamber of Commerce, 
advised that he had been connected with the Chamber for imny years. j that .he 
had never heard of any solicitations being, $ade by the Constitutional League 
in the vicinity of Westfield, Mass. The file of the Chamber contained no 
correspondence relating to the League. 

Mr. THEO NORMAN, president and manager of the New England Metal Culvert Co., 
Palmer, Mass., stated that his firm had made at least three contributions 
to the Constitutional League through Dr. H. W. BENJAMIN and one through 
DENNIS QUINN. He produced three receipts described as follows: 

$20 contributed 5/ 14/ 37 to Const. Ed* League signed by Dr. Benjamin. 

§20 contributed 3/8/38 to the Const. Ed. League signed by Dr. Benjamin/ 
$20 contributed 11/22/38 to the League signed by Dennis Quinn. 

These receipts were turned over to Agent upon a signed receipt for same 
and are being forwarded to the New Haven office with the request that they 
be returned to this office when they have served their purpose. 

Mr. E. R. SCUDDER, manager of Jarvis & Jarvis, Palmer, Mass., stated that 
his. firm had contributed to Dr. BENJAMIN who had represented himself as a 
wealthy retired business man devoting himself for patriotic reasons to the 
work of the League. The contributions had been small and as he recalled, 
they had given him $10 in 1937? $10 in 1938, and on October 24? 1939? a 
receipt in the file reflected a $10 contribution by the firm to Dr. H. W. 
BENJAMIN., treasurer of the League for Investigation of Nazi, Fascist and 
Communist Propaganda in U, S. A., Box 252 West Hartford, Conn. A printed 
page setting, for the purpose- of this organization accompanied the receipt 
and this was given to Agent. Also, a letter dated 12/28/39 written to 
the firm by the League signed by CHESTER HANSON, secretary treasurer, advising 
that Dr. H. W. BENJAMIN was no longer connected with the League inasmuch as 
certain irregularities were discovered and his services had been dispensed 
with ten and one-half months previously, was given to Agent. Both of these 
pieces of material are being forwarded to the Office of Origin. 

Mr. A. B. RATHB0NE, president of A. B. & J. Rathbone Mfg. Co.,' Palmer, Mass., 
stated that he had contributed several years to Dr. BENJAMIN and the Con- 
stitutional League, A search through his books revealed the following con- 
tributions : 

1/13/39 #25; 5/8/38, #25; $/i4/37; 125 . 

He stated that last year in 1940 another man had come to the office seeking 
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a contribution for the League and had been refused. Thereupon, the man 
became abusive and insulting and was told to leave the office. Mr. 

RATHBONE could not recall the name of this individual. 

Mr. S. J. BRAINERD, president of the Palmer National Bank advised that Dr. 

H. W. BENJAMIN had been coming to the bank for several years soliciting 
funds ,for the Constitutional League. He stated that Dr. BENJAMIN had an 
affable way about him, was a good talker and would usually stay so long 
that often he would give him a contribution to get rid of him. The receipts 
in possession of the bank listed the following contributions to Dr.

Mr. BRAINERD stated that if these receipts were needed by the Bureau they 
would be glad to have photostatic copies of them made. He stated that 
in 1940 sometime, he had written a friend of his named L. MARSDEN HUBBARD, 
president of Connecticut River Bank at Hartford, Conn, who had advised him 
in return that the organization was not worthy of support.

Mr* JOHN W* HAIGIS, president of the Franklin County Trust Company, Green- 
field, Mass., advised that he had made several contributions to the Con- 
stitutional League in the amount of $25 through Dr* H, W. Benjamin who 
was quite a character* He stated that Dr* Benjamin had a good line, was 
always immaculately dressed and had a chauffeur to drive him* Mr* HAIGIS 
stated that several years ago Col. FREDERICK W* PAYNE had been sold on Mr. 
Benjamin when he was with the Greenfield Tap & Die Corporation and .had 
urged the bank to make a contribution* He thought perhaps Benjamin^ had also 
contacted Mr. JOHN W. SMEAD,,, president of the First National Bank at Green- 
field, Mass., and Philip Rogers of the Millers Falls Company, Greenfield, 

Mass* He estimated that Mr* BENJAMIN had solicited as much as 1500 in the

Industries of Mass*, 833 Park Square, Boston, Mass*, and received a letter in 
reply da^ed 10/10/39 advising that inasmuch as Dr* H* W. BENJAMIN was connected 

with the y epub lic Magazine^ a Communist organization, it was doubtful if 

the organization was worthy of support of the members of the Association* 

Mr. CRANE advised that his firm had contributed $50 to the League in March, 

1938, and had probably given as much as $50 in 1937 though no record of this 
could be found. He stated that Dr* BENJAMIN had visited the office in 1940 
for a contribution but had been refused. Dr. CRANE stated that he thought 
another contributor to the fund had been Mr* IRVING N. ESLECK, of the Esleck 
Manufacturing Co., Turners Falls, Mass* 

It will be noted that in this report are listed the names of additional potential 
contributors to the Constitutional Educational League, Inc* However, it is 
being left to the office of origin to set out undeveloped leads to contact these 
persons in the event that additional information of this nature is deemed es- 
sential to this investigation. 
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The following investigation was conducted by Special Agent Frank W. 
Thompson; 

AT ANDOVER , MASSACHUSETTS 

Agent called on Mr, W. E. BRIMER, treasurer of the Tyer Rubber Company, 
Andover, Mass, When questioned concerning the Constitutional Educational 
League, Inc,, Mr, BRIMER stated that he did not remember of ever having 
heard of such an organization but after thinking the matter over, stated 
he had a faint recollection of some one soliciting money for some such 
organization. After searching his files, Mr, BRIMER- found the carbon 
copy of a letter which he had written t o the Chamber of Commerce at New 
Haven, Conn. This letter was dated September 11, 1937, and reads as 
follows : 


’•Dear Sirs: 

We have been approached by the Constitutional Educational League, 
which apparently has headquarters in your city, with reference to 
the possibility of our making a contribution in connection with its 
distribution of Patriotic Literature. 

Before deciding what action to take in this matter, we should appreciate 
any information you can give us concerning this organization. We 
enclose a stamped envelope for your use in replying. 

Very truly yours, 

TIER RUBBER COMPANY" 

Mr. BRIMER also found in the file a letter addressed to him sent by 
the New Haven Chamber of Commerce, 152 Temple St., New Haven, Conn., 
dated September 23, 1937* This letter reads as follows: 

“Dear Mr. Brimers 

The Constitutional Educational League, with headquarters in the 
First National Bank Building in New Haven, was organized some ten 
. odd years ago under the active direction of Messrs. Chester A. Hanson 
and Joseph P. Kamp (not incorporated), as a fact-finding movement 
concerning the workings of the Communist and other alien Red Move- 
ments, and to disseminate this information through every known means of 
public expression; i.e., newspapers, magazine^ speakers, radio, etc. - 

In case of trouble, or threatened trouble, it has on several occasions 
tried to inform the public, through the press and through patriotic 
organizations, as to what the movement was and who was behind it. 

The League claims to have a very accurate fild of people identified with 
the Communist organization, and to keep close track of Communistic 
activities.. 

This is the statement made by Chester A. Hanson who is the Executive 
Secretary. The Chairman is Judge John L. Gilson, judge of the Probate 
Court of Nev/ Haven. Dr, H. W. Benjamin, Hartford, is the Field Sec- 
retary and Kfan H. Rush, Jr^ is Secretary. The Advisory Committee 
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consists of Major P. LeRoy Harwood, New London; Col, Anson F. 
Keeler, Norwalk; Judge John H. Kirkham, New Britain; Judge 
Bacon Wakeman, Fairfield and other men of equal prominence and 
responsibility. " 

Attached to these two letters was a card which Mr. ERIMER stated 

the man whom he talked to and who was soliciting contributions left with 

him when he called. This card reads as follows: 

“Constitutional Educational League 
New Haven, Connecticut

Mr. BRIME5R gave this card to Agent and it is being retained in the 
Boston File. He also had his stenographer type copies of each of 
the two letters hereinbefore referred to, which copies are also being 
retained in the Boston File. 


Mr. BRIMER stated that he knew nothing about the Constitutional 
Educational League besides what information was contained in his file, 
all of which information has been set out in this report. He said he 
did not remember the amount of the solicitation but he was sure no 
contribution was made by himself or by the Tyer Rubber Company since 
there was nothing in his files to reflect any such contribution. 

Mrs. K. B. TOYEj 10 Bonad Road, Winchester, Massachusetts, submitted 
the following information: 

"THE FIFTH COLUMN STOPS DEFENSE 

by Joseph P. Kamp 

The following is taken from a booklet put out by the Constitutional 
Educational League, 831 Chapel St., New Haven Conn. ■ 

’We pledge to work for the stoppage of all munitions production in 
American factories; we shall especially strive to extend our anti- 
war forces into the key factories, and organize the young workers there 
into anti-war youth committees. All forms of militant action, such as 
demonstrations, strikes, etc., shall be used to stop the production 
and shipment of aML war supplies and munitions’ (Oath of American 
League for Peace & Democracy) 

'Accept the draft, take the drill, go into the camps and onto the 
battlefields, or into the munition factories and transportation 
work - but sabotage war preparations and war. Be agitators for 
sabotage. Down tools when the order is to make and load munitions. 
Spoil war materials and machinery. ' (Appeared in the Epworth Herald, 
a church paper written by Winifred Chappell, Dean of C ommtm wealth 
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College, Mena, Ark.) 


Then follows the orders Col. Geo. Harvey Pres, of the Borough 
of Queens obtained & rushed to U. S. Army Intelligence at Governor's 
Island* Code orders in re pulling out telephones, using smoke bombs, 
blowing up water & gas mains, taking over armories, starting fires in 
old buildings, inciting labor distrubances, having gunmen in taxis, 
shoot police officers and National Guardsmen, Etc. 

Then comes 'Hitler's Roll of Honor 1 - C.I.O. leaders either card- 
holding members of the Communist Party or fellow travelers 

Official D.N.B. dispatch March 26, 1941 - 'The U. S. is in 
virtual revolution. Strikes and rioting are closing defense in- 
dustries. There will be no aid to Britain under the Lease-Lend Bill 
which has just been signed by Roosevelt." 

From Earl Reeves (on reports from secret agents abroad, 'The Gestapo 
is chiefly interested in putting a stop to theAmerican aviation 
industry.'" 

The following investigation was conducted by Special Agent W. H. 

EAVES : 

AT WORCESTER, MASSACHUSETTS 

Mr. HARRY L. GUSTAFSON, Assistant General Secretary, Chamber of Com- 
merce, Worcester, Massachusetts, upon interview produced records con- 
cerning the Constitutional Educational League, Inc., which reflected 
that inquiry concerning this League was made in 1938 predicated upon 
the actions of Mr. DEMIS QUINN, solicitor for contributions and mem- 
berships for the Constitutional Educational League, Inc., at that 
date. Mr. GUSTAFSON stated that QUINN was soliciting for the National 
Republic and that he made contact with Bar. CHARLES G. STRATTON (deceased) 
for contributions to the National Republic. He gave STRATTON the 
idea that he was contributing to the National Republic instead of the 
Constitutional Educational League, Inc., and that Mr. STRATTON had 
given him a check for $100. which QUINN had used for his own personal 
satisfaction. 

The records produced by Mr. GUSTAFSON reflected that QUINN was dismissed 
for misuse of contributions made to the Constitutional Educational 
League, Inc. The records also reflected that the letter concerning 
inquiry made was addressed to HARRY GUSTJN, Chamber of Commerce, Wor- 
cester, Massachusetts. Mr. GUSTAFSON stated that this mistake might 
have been due to a misunderstanding as he had telephonically communi- 
cated with the New Haven office of the Constitutional Educational League, 
Inc., relative to QUINN* 

The records reflected that the Constitutional Educational League, Inc., 
was a fact-finding organization concerning the activities of the Com- 
munist Party and red movements, to gather these facts, and disseminate 
information obtained through every known means of public expression. 
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The League also claims to have a very accurate file of people identi- 
fied with the Communist organization and to keep in touch with all 
Communistic activities* 

Mr. GUSTAFSON was unable to furnish any further information concerning 
the Constitutional Educational League, Inc. 

No further investigation is bedng conducted by this office since the 
office of origin advised instant case is closed in reference report 
of C. A. MABAN, New Haven, Connecticut, dated 6-28-41.
